2. There is a need to take early action on construction of 
additional facilities at the Langley site to satisfy space require* 
aenta that will exist for the elements of Headquarters through the 
1975 period. This conclusion sterna from information obtained fro© 
the Public Buildings Service on expected future of some buildings 
presently occupied by Agency elements, and from the need to relocate 
Headquarters element# tram the Metropolitan area to the Langley site. 
A sumaary of the situation on future housing far Agency Headquarters 
elements is contained in the enclosure. 


3* In order to proceed with planning for construction, refine- 
ment of requirements, and selection of appropriate sites, $175,000 is 
required to support a preliminary planning phase. It is believed that 
funds in this amount could be provided from the $1,700,000 remaining 
in the Headquarters construction funds. It la expected that the re- 
quirements for sew construction would be briefed for the Bureau of the 
Budget and/or Congressional Hearings in order to Obtain release of these 
funds for preliminary planning. The enclosure was developed to provide 


information for such a briefing. 
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k. It is recommended that $175# 000 be made available to proceed 
vlth the preliminary planning phase on necessary construct ion at the 
Langley site.
